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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's affirmation of the election with traverse of Group I, species of prior 
claim 7 in the reply filed on 09/26/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that "a meaningful search performed if directed toward any one of the 
embodiments of Groups II, III, IV, and V and species claims 3-6 and 8-17 would, of 
necessity, uncover art relevant to the other embodiments." This is not found persuasive 
as a search for the coating composition would not necessary uncover a foam cup or 
method of making or improving a foam cup. In addition, searches required for either of 
Groups II— V is not required for Group I. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 3-6, 8-17 and 30-47 are withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to non-elected inventions. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 18, 20-23, 25, 26, 29 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The term "essentially comprising" renders the claim indefinite. It is well settled 
that the term "comprising" does not exclude the presence of other ingredients, whether 
or not the other ingredients materially affect the basic characteristics of the composition. 
It is thus unclear what applicant means by "essentially comprising". Is this intended to 
exclude "non-essential" components? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 18, 20-23, 25, 26, 29 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Brenner et al. (WO 00/5051 1 ). 

In col. 9, lines 45-53 and col. 12, line 37 to col. 13 line 22 of US 6,740,697, which 
is the English language version of WO 00/5051 1 , Brenner et al. teach thermoplastic 
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resin particles coated with up to 20% of a composition said comprising an antistatic, 
such as polyethylene glycol, a lubricant such as polyolefin wax, and mould release 
agent such as zinc stearate, each in amounts up to 20% by weight, base on the 
thermoplastic resin. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection are met. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

10. Due to amendments and persuasive arguments by applicant, the previous 
rejections of record based on Ikeda et al., Sonnenberg et al., Hurley et al., Sakoda et al. 
and Imai et al. have been overcome and are hereby withdrawn. 

1 1 . Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
